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Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  School  Board  of  Brookfield: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

I  see  boys  and  girls  come  to  our  school,  pass  through 
the  grades,  graduate  (  or  drop  out )  and  go  into  higher 
schools  or  to  work:  and  then!!  Well,  what  then?  Have 
the  needs  all  been  met  as  far  as  possible?  Is  the  life  well 
balanced?  Is  there  proper  preparation  for  economic  and 
social  life?  Is  he  a  good  citizen?  Can  he  meet  the  new 
problems  of  the  day? 

Someone  has  said,  "The  fact  that  some  pupils  move 
through  our  usual  school  classes,  year  after  year,  with 
personality  characteristics  apparently  unchanged,  is 
probably  to  be  interpreted  to  mean  that  the  usual 
school  routine  has  not  touched  the  deeper  levels  of  their 
life  at  all.  The  school  which  sets  out  to  know  the  whole 
life  of  its  students,  and  to  help  them  at  their  points  of 
greatest  need,  will  find  an  extraordinary  opportunity  to 
be  of  aid  in  improving  relationships  with  other  people." 

Leadership  is  needed  and  we  have  some  fine  ex- 
amples and  splendid  efforts.  "Leadership  depends  on  the 
ability  of  the  leader  to  live  with,  enjoy  and  direct  the 
life  of  vigorous  youth;  together  with  an  idealism  and  an 
understanding  which  guides  young  people  to  a  worth- 
while, efficient  maturity  and  adult  life." 

Unquestionably  the  first  and  most  important  influ- 
ence in  the  child's  life  is  the  home  -  his  home  -  and  other 
homes,   which  make  up  much  of  his  social  environment 
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in  rural  areas.  According  to  a  recent  survey  only  3%  of 
the  single  youth  now  living  at  home  expressed  a  pref- 
erence for  living  away  from  home.  Only  a  few  said 
they  did  not  want  families  and  homes  of  their  own.  It 
would  seem,  then,  that  the  home  will  remain  as  an  in- 
stitution -  the  fundamental  social  unit. 

Brookfield's  one  school  is  in  fine  condition,  taught 
by  an  excellent  teacher,  untiring  in  her  efforts  for  the 
welfare  of  the  boys  and  girls.  There  seems  to  be  an  es- 
pecially cordial  relationship  between  school  and  commu- 
nity, due  in  great  part  to  extra-curricula  activities  and 
school  and  community  gatherings. 

In  our  health  work  we  have  the  services  of  the  Red 
Cross  nurse,  Mrs.  Irene  Jones.  The  school  does  excellent 
work  in  providing  hot  lunches  for  the  boys  and  girls 
during  cold  weather.  The  school  and  community  have 
provided  funds  so  that  all  pupils  have  had  necessary 
dental  corrections.  Other  defects  have  been  corrected. 

The  schoolhouse  is  in  good  repair.  Electricity  in  the 
building  has  made  possible  the  showing  of  moving  pic- 
ture films  bearing  on  such  subjects  as  relate  to  school 
work.  The  house  has  been  very  greatly  improved  by  in- 
side painting.  This  year  the  building  should  be  painted 
on  the  outside. 

Excellent  playground  activities  are  continued,  in- 
cluding volley  ball  and  other  sports. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1938,  the  school,  with 
an  enrollment  of  twelve,  had  98.55%  of  attendance.  This 
school  is  to  be  commended  on  its  fine  attendance.
